1. Special Exemptions and Fee Waivers – A motion to send this amendment to Planning 

Commission for consideration with a recommendation for approval was approved on 
Commissioner Kirk’s motion, Commissioner Chimenti’s second on a 5-0 vote. 
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2. Food Preparation Use – A motion to send this amendment to Planning Commission for 
consideration with a recommendation for initiation was approved on Commissioner 
Sullivan’s motion, Commissioner Hernandez’s second on a 5-0 vote. 

 
3. Zoning and Pedi-Cabs – A motion to send this amendment to Planning Commission for 

consideration with a recommendation for initiation was approved on Commissioner 
Hernandez’s motion, Commissioner Sullivan’s second on a 5-0 vote.  Additionally the 
Committee recommended this amendment create a new use for the storage and maintenance 
of pedi-cabs possibly to be allowed in SF-6 and less restrictive districts.
